Both Actions Grow Cut of Porard's Fal- 
ure to Record the Alleged Transfer of 
A Piece of Property to O“ Connell’s Wife 
and His Having a Deed of Trust for 
$2,700 Placed. on the Realty—The 
Warrant Charces Him With ¥raud— 
The Secretary Pieced Under Arrest, 


but Refuses to Talk. 


The culmination of the Bogard trouble 
came to-day when that gentieman was 
piace@under arrest. Until to-day the case 
has been full of allegations of wrongdoing, 
but nothing definite had been done. This 
morning early Messrs. Campbell and Ryan, 
attorneys for Pat O'Connell, entered 
civil sult against Bogard for the 
roconveyance of a deed to prop- 
erty alleged to have been fraudulently 
withheld and later Mr. O'Connell, acting 
upon the advice of his attorney in the crim- 
inal case, Mr. Thos. Harvey, swore out a 
warrant charging the building association 
secretary with fraud. | 

The warrant specifies that Bogard de- 
frauded O Connell out of $2,700. About noon 
Deputy Sheriff Ed Sheehy, armed with the 
pa pers. proceeded to Attornef Gar- 
esche’s office, on Eighth and Ohestnut 
streets, and found Bogard in con- 
sultation with his attorney. He was 
not expecting the arrest, but as soon ashe 
was notified that he had fo go to the Four 
Courts he requested Attorney Garesche to 
secure him a bondsman. Bogard was not 
placed in jail, as are many untortunates who 
have been obliged to visit the Four 
Courts. dut was allow to sit 
under guard, in the Sheriff’s 
office, until his bondsman should arrive and 
liberate him. The prisoner was dressed ina 
neat summer suit of gray cloth, and worea 
soft hat and a pair of tanned shoes. His left 
hand, where he had been burned by the fric- 
tion of a bridle rein in trying to hold one of 
his horses, was bandaged carefully. 

HE WAS SILENT. 
Bogard refused to make any statement 


whatever concerning his deallngs with Pat- 
‘ rick O'Connell, and referred the reporter to 


his lawyer for all the information necessary.

way of news. The ex-Secretary of the

was the owner of a bank. 

After obtaining the warrant Mr. O'Connell 
went directly to his home feeling consider- 
ably relieved. Such was the intricacy of his 


transactions with Bogard that it 
was not until this morning that 
he could realize how his affairs stood, 
Attorney Harvey, in behalf of Nis client, 
gaid that as far as Katharine Price’s connec- 
tion with the affair was concerned, she did 
mot appear to be guilty of any 
wrong doing. She said «that = it

ATTORNEY RYAN’S EXPLANATION, 

Mr. O’Nell Ryan, Mr. O’Connell’s attor- 
ney, said when spoken to about the suit: 
The whole affair in a nutshellisthis: Mr. 
O'Connell desired to convey a homestead to 
his wife and consulted Bogard about it. 


Bogard told him that to be legal it ought to 
be conveyed to some third party and by him 
be conveyed to Mrs. O’Connell. Mrs. Price 
acted as the third party and on Aug. 16 
Miss Price was deeded the property by Mr. 
O'Connell and his wife. She then deeded it 
to Mrs. O’Uonnell. The deeds were left with 
Bogard to record, and the one to Miss Price 
was recorded the following day, but the deed 
conveying the property back to Mrs. O’Con- 
nell was not. n Oct. 20 Miss 
Price gave a deed of trust on the property to 
Miss Messenger, another stenographer in 
Bogarda’s employ, with Ferdinand Meyer as 
trustee. On the 16th of December a warranty 
deed was recorded from Miss Price to Miss 
O'Connell. On Jan. 10 Bogard took the deed 
of trust and the notes and gave them to the 
Northwestern Bank to secure his own note 
for $2,700. Either Bogard has swindled Mr. 
O'Connell or the bank, andI think the bank 
has been swindled, as Mr. O’Connell ought 
certainly to recover the property.’’ 


BOGARD AT HIS OFFICE. 
The Board of Directors sat four hours yes- 
terday, devoting the time to a careful exam- 


ination of the securities on the loans of Asso- 
ciation No. 5. Bogard surprised the directory 
by making his appearance for the 
first time since last Saturday. He stood 
about the office before the meeting and 
seemed as much at ease as before his col- 
lapse, but during the investigation he was a 
Silent witness of the proceedings. He is 
still a director and was present on the ad- 
vice of his attorney, E. A. B. Garesche, 
presumably fur the purpose of looking after 
his interests. It had been stated that the 
board would consider the advisability of 
holding him. toaccount for his attions, but 
nothing of the sort was done, Edward T. 
Cook, President of Association No. 6, said 
this morning that the meeting completed 
the examination of the securities of 
that association and found them all right. 
That is, said he, they were all there. 
Matters have been mixedup to some extent, 
but in that particular company there is 
nothing wrong.’’ 

Have you any reason to think there is 
anything wrong in any of the companies!“ 

None whatever. I believe that the as- 
sociations will come out of this affair just as 
strong as they ever were. Whatever Mr. 
Bogard may have done on his own account, 
I don’t think he has involved the associa- 
tion,except in getting things into a jumble. 


BOGARD GUYS A REPORTER. 
The directors assembled again to-day at 10 
o’clock to resume the examination of securi- 
tles. Bogard was again present. He was 
self-possessed, and even in a facetious 
humor, and while waiting for the directors 
to assemble gave his spirit of fun play at the 
expense of an unsuspecting reporter 
of an evening paper. The re- 
porter sauntered into rear office, 
adjusted his goggles, and approaching the 
table at which Mr. Bogard was seated, 
asked: 


Is Mr. Bogard here?“

Claimant Newby’s History Told in 
| His Affidayit. 


An Unknown and Aimless Wanderer for 
Almost Thirty Years. 


ESCAPE EROM THE SHILOH TRENCHES 
AND SUBSEQUENT CAPTIVITY. 


His Real Mame and Identity Only Re- 
vealed to Himself When He Reached 
the Scenes and Frienis of His Early 
VWears—He Loved the Companionship 
of Women aud Took Up With Five Ditf- 
ferent Inmates of Almshousés—Close 


of the Trial. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., July 20.—The climax is 
approaching in the trial of the remarkable 
case known as the ‘‘Shiloh Mystery, in 
which the central figure in the after-the- war 


claims to be William Newby, whom the army 
records show was shot, killed and buried 
with the fallen soldiers on the field of Shiloh 
thirty years ago. : 

The jury willsoon be called upon to pass 
upon the evidence submitted and declate by 
their verdict whether the. prisoner at the 
bar is William Newby, as he claims to be, or 
Daniel Benton, the convict of Tennessee, 

After the introduction of very little addi- 
tional testimony the defense rested their 
case this morning. Two physicians were 
called to the witness stand by the claimant’s 
lawyers. They were Dr. Edward P. Bartlet 
and Dr. O. F. Hughes of Springfield. 

Both of these gentlemen aver that they 
had carefully examined the  defend- 
ant, and in their opinion, the wound shown 
by the scar on his head had been produced by 
some prijectile, and was of a character simi- 
lar to that resulting froma fraction of shell, 
such as those thrown in battle. It would, 
they declared, cause his peculiar ailment, 
and might probably partially dethrone his 


| reason. 


At this polnt defense rested their case. 
The Government then offered some testi- 
mony in rebuttal. ; 

Silas Biggerstaff of Hamilton Co. testified 
that defendant came to his house in March, 
i891, as a tramp and claimed to be Allen 
Newby, and in conversation talked of the 
battle of Shiloh and the killing of Wm. 
Newby. Witness was puzzled by defendant’s 
conduct and considered him partially insane. 

THE CLAIMANT'S AFFIDAVIT. 

Until this stage of the trial was reached it 
was supposed that the grizzled claimant him- 
self would take the stand and explain, if he 
could, the many puzzling points arising from 
the conflicting statements of witnesses as to 


hisidentity. But for somereasoiknown only 
to his attorneys the defendant was not called 


upon to tell the story that everybody was 
waitingfor. The prosecution called A. A. 
Holmes, ex-Pension Examiner, who read an 
aMddvit made to him in his professional ca- 

acity by the — — Wiliam Newby, when 

is first application was made for the back 
pension claim of $20,000. 

Just why they did so is not yet apparent 
but the dGefendant’s attorneys o ected 
strenuously to the submission of this am 
davit as testimony. But Judge Allen ruled 
that it was competent evidence, and Mr. 
Holmes proceeded to read It. 

The affidavit was made on Jan. 4, 1893, dnd 
it detailed minutely the history of the claim. 
ant, his enlistmentinthe army, how he was 
shot at Shiloh, and taken prisoner by the 
Confederates, his wounds treated in a camp 
hospital, and how he remembered being in 
the prison pen at Andersonville, and known 
to his comrades there as Crazy Jack. 
Then it narrated how he was finally turned 
adrift from this prison pen, unconscious of 
who he really was or where he came 
from; how he wandered over the 
country from poor- house to r-house, 
giving any name that 118 fancy 
suggested and how he spent eleven years in 
the Tennesse penitentiary under the name 
of Dan Benton, butfor what offense he has 
no clear recollection. 

LOVED THE COMPANY OF WOMEN. 

During his wandering he lived with five 
different women, found in the Poor- house. 

**I was always by myself. said the jdefen- 
dant in his story, unless I picked up a 
woman, which I did several times. I could 
travel better if I had“ a woman with me, as 
she would excite sympathy.’’ 

In another place he says: 1 generally 
pretefided to 85 or 40 years old. I could 
get a woman to travel with me better if I cut 
my age.down.’’ . 

At this point the affidavit states that the 
defendant, up tothe time he came to White 
County, III., never suspected who he really 
was. This was in April, 1891. When he was 
recognized he at first objected to being called 
by that name as he dia not wish 
to be stopped in his wanderings. But 
when taken t the scenes of his 
early days it suddenly dawnedupon him 
that he was Wm. Newby. e said he told 
allsorts of stories to get into poor-houses 
and loved to travel. 

I never told the same story twice,’’ said 
he, and gave any name that seemed

Russie, England and China Have 
Great Interests at Stake, | 


THE CZAR INFORMS FRANCE THAT HER 
CAUSE Is HIS. 


Peking Government Stands Ready t> 
Assist Siam in the Struggleand Great 
Britain's Ksy to India Is Menacei by 

< Russia—Sketch of the Position and 
Defenses of the Siamese Capital—Ths 

: Boundary Controversy. 


Paris, July 20.—Evidence accu mulates 
that the first. gun fired in bombardment 
of Bangkok may be but the beginning of a 
conflict that will result in the great war for 
which all Europe has been so long preparing. 

News comes to-day that the Peking Govern . 
ment has taken niéasures in support of Siam, 
andif the demands of the French on the 
boundary question are not modified will send 
a fleet to the assistance of the Siamese. 

Coupled with this the statement is pub- 
lished in Paris to-day that Baron Mohren- 
heim,the Russian Ambassador to France, 
officially informed the French Government 
prior to the session of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties on Tuesday last, when M. De Ville, the 
Foreign Minister, defined France’s position 
inthe Franco- Siamese dispute, that Russia 
would support France on all the points in- 
volved in the Siamese difficulty. The Russian 
fleet in Chinese waters is reported to be under 
orders to proceed tothe Gulf of Siam for the 
purpose of supporting the French. 

In connection with these reports a letter 
from Tashkend, which appears in the Vienna 
Press, is regarded as significant. This letter 
affirms tliat the military mission which 
Russia dispatched front Turkistan has for its 
object the final annexation of the Pamirs 
without consulting Great Britain or China. 

Itis naturalthat China should take sides 
with Siam, as the latter Government has for 
years paid tribute to Peking. Buta move- 
ment of this kind on China’s part gives Rus- 
sia a pretext for carrying out her long-cher- 
ished designs on the Pamir plateau, and 
brings England into the controversy to pro- 
tect her possessions in India. 


Bangkok, the Siamese capital, threatenea 
with mbardment by French men-of-war, 
has a population about equal to that of st. 
Louis. nly about half of this population 
are Siamese, the remainder comprising 
Chinese, Burmese and Malays with only a 
few Europeans. The city is situated on poth 
banks of the River Menam and twenty miles 
from its mouth. Thechtef defense of Bang- 
kok are the forts at Pak-Namonthe river 
below the capital. At Pak-Nam there is an 
island near the right bank, wihtich narrows 
the navigable portion of thertver. A ship 
there is liable toa cross fre from two forts. 
The one, on the right is armed with eleven 
inch Armstrong guns mounted on Moncrieff 
disappearing carriages. In case of war with 
France the Slamese Government has a popw 
lation of 6,000,000 to draw on, and its 
army is pas officered by Europeans. It 
has ten fully equipped war vessels,

REAPING THE WHIRLWIBD. 


The agony of financial ruin from which 

Denver is now suffering cannot be taken as 
a result of prevailing conditions in the 
country. It is the result chiefly of con- 
ditions prevailing in Denver caused by the 
combined folly of several leading Color- 
adoans and the Denver people. The fail- 
ures should be charged almost wholly to a 
local panic. 
In proof of this it is only necessary to 
polnt to the condition of the banks 
which have been compelled to close their 
doors by runs. All except one made 
statements to the Comptroller imme- 
diately before the disastrous~panic which 
were satisfactory. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances every bank was sound and it 
is asserted now that the assets of the col- 
lapsed institutions show a heavy margin 
over the liabilities. Senator Teller ad- 
mirably summed up the situation when be 
said: The failures yesterday were un- 
warranted andare directly chargeable to 
the people who became frightened and 
panic-stricken at a shadow.“ 

The cause of the panic is not far to seek. 
The shadow was conjured up at the crit- 
icaltime. Denver was undoubtedly suf- 
fering from the general stringency and the 
depression in silver industries, but there 
was no occasion for a scare. Coolness and 
courage would have averted disaster, but 
coolness and courage were wanting. The 
situation was painted much blacker 
than it really was. Gov. Waite and 
other public men lost their heads and in- 
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repudiation and revolution. The people 
took thecue from them andina panic 
rushed for their money, crippling ‘the 
banks which in turn crippled business and 
thus wrought damage which it will take 
a long time and arduous labor to repair. 
The blunder of the Denver people which 
the Post-DIsaToH pointed out at the time 
has been quick to bring disastrous returns.

CHRISTIANIZING THE HEATHEN. 

It takes three professions to Christianize 
a heathen country. 

First the missionary goes out on the 
gospel ship carrying the glad tidings of 
peace and good will. He tells the poor, 
ignorant, benighted barbarian of the life 
of Jesus. He makes him learn by 
rote the sermon on the mount and ex- 
plains ite meaning. If the savage 
is not naked he is made to un- 
derstand that when another takes away 
his cloak he must give up his coat also, 
and when the right cheek is smitten he 
must turn the left. After a few years of 
patient exhortation and practical example 
the heathen is pretty well grounded in 
theoretical Christianity, and is ready fora 
few lessons in practical Christianity, 

Then the ‘Colonist’ arrives, The Col- 
onist takes up the work fwhere the mis- 
sicnary leaves off. He gives the practical 
lessons which show whether or notithe mis- 
sionaries have done their part thoroughly, 
The Colonist proceeds to test the 
practical character of the heath- 
en’s Christianity by taking away 
his cloak or expelling him from his land 
without an equivalent in beads or fire- 
water. Here the structure of theoretical 
Christianity reared so carefully by tho 
missionary usually breaks down. The 
savage forgets all about the golden rule 
and the sermon on the mount and 
plants himself squarely on the ridiculous 
doctrine that forcible spoliation should be 
forcibly resisted, This is highly unchrist- 
ian but it is very human, and the mission- 
aries seldom succeed in making the hea- 
then understand that a savage should 
demonstrate the superiority of his Chris- 
tianity by letting the colonist rob and 
murder him without resistance, A row is 
the result in which a lot of savages and one 
or two colonists lose their Lives. 

Then the soldier appears on the scene. 
From him the third lesson is learned, or 
if the savage doesn’t learn it he is knocked 
inthe head. The lesson is that savages 
must literally obey the non-resistance 
doctrines of the meek and lowly Jesus and 
give up their cloaks, coats, lands and 
from over the sea demand. The mission- 
ary’s lesson is enforced by the soldier,

The troubles of the Western Union Build- 
ing associations will be well worth their 
cost if the obvious lessons to be drawn 
from them are acted upon by those inter- 
ested in these institutions. 

The benefits of these associations when 
properly managed under wise safeguards 
cannot be questioned. They are boons 
to people of small means, who, 
without their aid, find it difficult 
to acquire homes and put their 
savings to profitable use. Their manifest 
advantages and prosperous conditions 
have wonderfully stimulated their growth. 
It was natural that inthe heyday of ex- 
pansion and prosperity faults of manage- 
ment and lack of safeguards should be 
overlooked. It was natural that the 
growth of association business should 
outstrip primitive methods of check 
and control. The safe management of 
the association was entrusted to the dis- 
cretion and honesty of elective directors 
and in the main this trust has not been be- 
trayed. There is reason to believe that the 
vast majority of the associations are sound. 

But, on the other hand, there is reason 
to believe that some men have taken ad- 
vantage of loose methods, carelessness and 
lack of official supervision to profit by 
abuses. The pinch of adversity exposes 
faults and needs, The present crisis has 
already brought out several valuable sug- 
gestions with regard to the regulation and 
inspection of associations by State author- 
itiesand needed checks upon the power 
and conduct of association officials and 
especially secretaries. 

The leading men in the associations 
should give earnest attention to association 
methods and all suggestions for their im- 
provements. They should get tegether 
and demand of the Legislature any legisla- 
tion that may be needed to guard the 
interests of members and enforce sound 
regulations upon association directories. 

Opportunities for dishonesty and mis- 
management nullify the advantages and 
threaten the existence of these useful or- 
ganizations. Unnecessary risks tend to 
make them traps instead of boons for the 


people. 
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THE FEE 8Y8TEM. 


Excise Commissioner Bell has shown a 
commendable disposition to hew to the 
line of the law in all matters affecting his 
office. His proposition to President 
Howard of the Saloonkeepers’ Association 
to submit a test Case to the courts with re- 
gard to his fees is eminently fair, The 
Excise Commissioner is entitled to every 
cent the law allows when the law has been 
interpreted by the proper authority. No 
dium can rest upon him for taking his 
legal compensation, no matter how large 
the sum of the fees may be. 

The result of the application of the fee 
system affords a striking proof of the 
soundness of the Post-DISPATOH’s un- 
wavering opposition to it, Mr. Bell him- 
self indorses this position and pronounces 
the fee system absolutely wrong. Not 
only does it, as he says, open the door 
for an official to conduct his office in a 
manner not entirely for the public good, 
but lays the foundation fora host of per- 
nicious consequences. In the present in- 
stance the law is capable of a construction 
which makes the compensation of the 
official several. times greater than the 
Legislature intended, There is good 
reason to believe that Mr. Bell will con- 
duct his office with perfect honesty, even 
to observing the constitutional salary 
limitation of $10,000 if it is determined 
that it applies to his office, but the op- 
portunity for dishonesty exists and that is 
always dangerous. It gives the only 
ground for opposition to the enforcement 
of the law. It invites.wrangling and 
affords opportunity for opponents of the 
law and would-be law-breakers to discred it 
the motives and acts of the law officer by 
suspicions and charges that he is merely 
promoting his interests in the law’s en- 
forcement. Excessive . official pay is 
always @ temptation to political cor- 
ruption. 

When the Legislature fixes the compen- 
sation of officials all of these evils are 
averted, The case ot the Excise Commis- 
sionership vastly strengthens the indict- 
ment of the fee system as found in the 
Coal Oil Inspectorship.

Mrs. Kaberick continued the fight and was 
slashed with the knife ina dozen different 
places, the most serious beinga cut across 
and into the abdomen that may cause death. 
This ended the fighting and left both Kaber- 
ick and his wife in a helpless condition, The 
burglar had the nerve to continue’the search 

or money, but failed to find any, although 

„000 was hidden in a feather bed in the 
house. Toward morning Kaberick regained 
consciousness and crawled toa neighbor - 
ing farm house and told of. the 
fight. The farmer came to town and gave 
the alarm and police are now scouring the 
country in search of one Fritz Mast, whom 
both the Kabericks say they recognized in 
the burglar. Mast lived iu the neighborhood 
twenty years ago, but wert to Kansas at that 
time. Since he returned to visit here with 
relatives, bringing his family as far as St. 
Louis, where they noware. He is a carpen- 
ter by trade, and had almost com- 
pleted arrangements with Kaberick 
tor the building of a new  0Obarn. 
Last Sunday he learned that Kaberick 
had the money inthe house while visiting 
with a neighbor of Kabericks, The room 
in which the fight took place. presents the 
appearance of a slaughter pen and both 


husband and wife are in a serious condition.

THE NEW ORLEANS MINT FIRE. 
NEW ORLEANS, La., July 20.—James M. 
Dowling, cashier of the United States Mint 
in this city, who has been prominently 
identified with the commercial and political 


history of New York for years, will have to 
explain a serious charge here soon to be 
referred b Government officials. A 
re occurred in one oi the Mint vaults 
three weeks ago. The officials of 
the Mint could not account for it. 
Cashier Dowling _— the only person 
who had the ke the vault and 
knew the com ation of the 
inner door At the time of the 
fire there was $7,000,000 in gold and silver 
— $25,000 in greenbacks in the vault. The 

enbacks Were in the, box and the fire 
sta ed among the bills. Cashier Dowling 
said that an oil lamp had been misplaced 
from its socket by an explosion ofan in- 
candescent globe in the vault and had fallen 
into the tin box. The Government experts 
were sent from Washington to investigate 
and Mr. Dowling was shadowed by detectives. 
The amount of the deficit is $24,000. It 18 
charged in some quarters that instead of 
there being $25,000 in the vault at the time of 
the fire, but a small amount was stored in 
in the box. 


ESCAPED BETWEEN TWO WARRANTS. 
VicToria, British Columbia, July 20.—Rev, 
A. R. Reams, the Merced (Cal.) preacher, 
who abducted Lucy Rucker, the 16-year-old 
daughter of one of the deacons of his church, 
seems to have escaped. Reams’ arrest here 
a month or more ago was followed by lengthy 
legal er which finally resulted in 
the issuance of extradition papers by the 
Ottawa authorities. Officers from Valifornia 
were prepared to take Reams to Merced, to 
which place his victim had already been ro- 
turned with her father, when the defense 
commenced habeas corpus proceedings.

Since then 
he has not been seen, and it is thought he 
has escaped to the main land.

DIED AT THE AGE OF 110. 


Knew Wash'ngton and Fought Under 
Tippecanoe Harrison. 
MARSHALL, III., July 20.—James McCor- 
mick, who recently died at his home in Dar- 
win atthe old age of 110 years, was born in 
Westmoreland County, Va., in June, 1783, of 
very poor parents.
